COLUMBUS. Dec. 24. — (UP)- 


JCvery retail merchant in Ohio, be 
ginning Jan. 1, will be liable for 
tax payment amounting to at least 
8 per cent of his taxable sales. 
even if he fails to collect that 
»mount from his customers by the 
atamp receipt methods. 


That provision was the major 


change written into the sales tax 
law passed by the legislature. 


The bracket system makes the 


tax on may sales higher than 3 
per cei.i. It is 10 per cent, for ex- 
ample, on a 10-cent sale. Because 
of that fact, actual tax collections 
In many lines of business exceed 
S per cent on gross taxable sales. 


Where that is true, the merchant 


is liable for the full amount col- 
lected. Under the new 3 per cent 
rule, however, his liability never 
can fall below the 3 per cent level. 


If he collects less than 3 per 


cent, he will have to pay the dif- 
ference out of his own pocket. 


The new section was inserted 


in the law to protect the state 
against losses due to merchants' 
failure to collect the sales tax or 
failure to remit the full amount 
collected.

Carlton Dargusch of the State Tax
